The British evidently are restive 
under the continued 
occupation 
by 
the Germans of the several hundred 
yards of a first line trench south of 
Ypres, lost in recent 
fighting. 
Ber- 
lin today rei>orts another attempt by 
the Britisli to retake the 
position, 
but declares the effort failed 
wita 
heavy losses. 


South of the- river Somme, whera 
the French recently lost ground and 
have 
been counter attacking, 
they 
essayed a fresh attack, but accord- 
ing 
to 
Berlin 
the 
offensive 
broke 
down under the German fire. 


Elsewhere 
along 
the 
Franco-Bel- 
gian front the operations have been 
of a minor nature, such as outpost 
engagements, and mining operations, 
•with a German air raid on Poper- 
inghe, Belgium. 
Paris 
reports 
the 
night uneventful 
along 
the entire 
French line. 


The Russian war office has 
offi- 
cially announced in its regular bul- 
letin the capture of Erzerum from 
the Turks, but has furnished no do- 
tails of the number of prisoners cai>- 
tured or guns taken. 


Much 
speculation 
regarding 
the 
probable further course of events in 
the campaign about Erzerum is be- 
ing indulged in, but there is little 
positive 
information 
regarding 
the 
numbers and iwsitions of the oppos- 
ing forces. 
One 
report 
says 
the 
Russians have pushed a force nortli- 
west 
from Erzerum 
and that 
this 
body of troops already has reached 
Baiburt, 75 miles away, on the road 
to Trsbizond, the important Turkish 
port on the Black sea.

their efforts and with Father Caspin a t 
one side and the keeper at the other. 
Schjnidt said: 


"Gentlemen, I ask forgiveness of all 
those 1 have injured or scandalized. 
1 
forgive all who have injured me. 
My 
last wish is to say good-bye to m y dear 
old mother," 


Dead Within Minute. 


Schmidt then seated himself in tha 
electric chair and the current was ap- 
plied three times. 
Within a minute ha 
was dead. 


lie had spent the night up t o -idnigM 
praying and talking with Father- Cas- 
pin and slept from midnight t o o o'^lo^k 
when he was -awakened for breakfast. 
He would take only a cup of coffee. 


Schmidt last night issued a statement 
through his . attorney declaring he was 
"fully reconcile<l to die and 
willingly 
accepted 
death 
as retribution 
for his 
frailties."

Schmidt asserted, however, 
that 
he 
would be executed for "lying and not 
for nuirder,'' beca-use 
Miss 
Aumuller's 
death resulted from an operation, but 
added. "I felt morally responsible, for 
the girl's death and could not in honor 
drag those to ruin who took part in the 
operation at my solicitation." 


'"I hope and pray t h a t time will prove 
every one of my contentions and that 
my judicial murder will help to abolish 
e.xecutions, for not one-third of the mem .

History of the Case. 


When the torso of 
Anna 
Aumuller 
was 
washefl up on the 
Xew 
Jersey 
shore of the Hud.'ion river there started 
a search which has had but few paral- 
lels in the annals of Xew York crime. 
There was Ijit one faint clue, a pil-

"The Cologne Volkes Zeitung pub- 
lishes a report received from reliable 
sources that strong opposition has de- 
veloped among the Hindu troops to the 
British. 
A captain of the Australian 
troops named Brown on Jan. 10 shot 
two servants wlio had made a mistake, 
the Gazette says. 
Two Hindus who 
witnessed the incident, killed the cap- 
tain witli a bhyonet. 


"The whole regiment then mutinied. 
A majority of the ofTiccrs saved them- 
selves by flight, but twelve of them, 
including the commander of the regi- 
ment and a major were killed. 


"Other Hindu troops were sent to 
suppress the uprising but refused to 
fire on the mutineers, to whom part of 
them Avent over. 
After two hours of 
fighting

part of the mutineers fled into the des- 
ert. 
The others were killed or wound- 
ed.

praise for what he had done at the im- 
pulse of the Holy Spirit in his life. It 
is an exceedingly fair picture, but the 
scene of the early church had been 
from foes without, now It faces the 
greater peril of foes within. And when 
this great question, regarding the de- 
ity and personality of the Holy Spirit, 
Is first brought to light, God, through 
his church, dealt with It in a stern 
manner. 
The devil is always present- 
ing his imitations of everything good 
and holy. Ananias and Sapphira were 
not willing to make a like sacrifice. 
; They, too, "sold a possession," but 
' they secreted a part of the price and 
brought the rest with the intent to de- 
ceive the church. 
The Holy Spirit 
quickly Informed the church of this 
hypocrisy 
and. 
Spirit-guided, 
they 
were not deceived. 
For Ananias to 
lie in the atmosphere of love and con- 
secration 
engendered 
by the 
Holy 
Spirit made his crime the more unpar- 
donable. The same words are used In 
describing his actions as those used 
In describing the actions of Barnabas 
up to a certain point. But whet a dif- 
ference we see subsequently. 
In the 
case of Barnabas his act was a deed 
of self-forgetting love; in the case of 
Ananias it was one of calculating hy- 
pocrisy. 
We thus see that the early 
church was not as perfect as some 
would have us imagine it to be. 


The second section of this para- 
graph (vv. 12-16) is a record of what 
the results of this vindication of the 
Holy Spirit were. 
First the Spirit 
came upon the apostles and literally 
overflowed upon all those about them. 


In the second place those who were 
thinking of joining the church for mer- 
cenary motives were held back frona 
so doing (v. 18). 


If the Holy Spirit were present In 
Buch power today there would be fewer 
hypocrites who would dare to join 
themselves to it. 


The deception of Ananias was delib- 
erate (V. 4);, he had talked it over 
with his wife (vT. 2, 9), and he was 
a grave danger to this early church. 


It threatened to choke the very 
fountain of love and unity which had 
sprung up in the midst of the selfish 
world. 


The stem Judgment that came apoo 
Ananlaa and Sapphira was richly mer- 
ited and indeed was gracloni, for it 
lifted and saved the church.

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Framing the Army 
Bill 


"While the clashing hosts of preparedness and anti-preparedness 
are indulging in vociferous argument, marked by crimination and re- 
crimination all over the countr^% it -vvill be noted that the house mili- 
tary committee is going quietly about to frame the administration 
army bill. Something like a skeleton form of the new measure has 
already been licked into shape, and while it will not be complete for 
presentation to the house for some weeks, a number of its outstand- 
ing features have already been agreed upon. 


For instance, the plans of the committee are known to call for a 
standing army of 153,000 men. The number probably will be incrca.s- 
od to 160,000. The Continental anny is not included. The Xational 
guard will be ijiereascd from its present strength of about 104,000 to 
400,000 or 500,000, as fast as it can be accomplished, if the biU passes. 
Control of the guard Avill be as the president directs. 


The bill will incorporate in it the reserve bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Caldwell, of New York, providing for keeping men in re- 
serve with sonie remuneration, until they are 45, They will be di- 
vided into a first reserve—those who have been in the regular anny 
within five years—a second reserve of men who have been with the 
colors within ten years, but ]iot within five years, and so on. 


The army bill also will have incorj^orated in it Speaker Clark's 
bill, providing for double the number of cadets at the military 
academy and providing that any one wishing to take the course m ad- 
dition to the regular cadets may do so at exact cost. The bill intro- 
duced by Representative McKellar, of Tennessee, providing state 
military academies, also likely will be included in the general bill. 


In all probability, of course, there ^vill be at least'minor changes 
in the measure before it is enacted into law, for both house and senate 
will insist on modificatioiis or additions to meet views of those who 
niay be able to command support enough to enforce them. On its 
face, however, the outlook is not such as to give alarm to those who 
feai-ed a headlong plunge into absolute militarism. 


The Sentinel's attention has beén called to the fact that it fell 
into eiTor a day or two ago in its statement that the new portable 
schoolhouse for use in the city schools was to be constructed by the 
pupils in the manual training department. As a matter of fact, it is 
the lads in the vocatiojnal school who will undertake tliis work, and 
that they will make a success of it there is no doubt. The vocational 
boys,are given three hours of practical work daily under the direc- 
tion of a practical tradesman, with the remaining hours devoted to 
correlated academic work. It is the hope of those in charge of voca- 
tional work in the Fort "Wayne schools that the department will, in 
the bourse of a very few years, be provided with a building of its own 
in order that this intensely useful branch of educational endeavor 
may be still further developed. 


Under the decree of Judge Eggeman, in the circuit court, one 
Fort "Wa3me fatjier who was convicted of having shamefully neglect- 
ed his children, will be forced to work for six months on the county 
roads as a jail prisoner, while the $1 per day authorized by law to be 
^aid as wages in such cases will be turned over to the man's family 
for their support. It is the first application of the new "lazy hus- 
band" law in Fort "Wayne, and it should serve not only as a correc- 
tional influence in the case in point, but serve as an impressive warn- 
ing to other men who may be unmindful of their obligations in this 
regard. It remains to be seen how many husbands of this type de- 
sire a job of this sort that, while attended by some humiliation, is apt. 
to produce more revenue for the unfortunte family than it has en- 
joyed under the old regime.

(Indiana Daily Times) 
Reports sent out b.y the Indiana Graiu 
Dealers' 
association 
carry 
a 
warning 
to Indiana farmers to tlie effect that 
seed oats are alarmingly poor in gei- 
minatinii quality, and 
the ifood 
seed 
oats are alarmingly scarce. 
Tests for 
germination have been made of a large 
number of samples of oats from differ- 
ent parts of the state. 
As a result it is 
authoritatively asserted that the bigh- 
est rate of germination found in any 
sample is 77, while many samples run 
as low as 20 per cent, of good seed oats. 
It is concluded that not more than 50 
per cent, of the oats In Indiana w^ill 
show better than 40 per cent, germina- 
tion. 
It is shown thac unless great care 
is taken in getting good seed oats l^eavy 
losses will bo suffered by 
farmers in 
Indiana. 
By reason of the fact that u 
light wheat acreage has been sown it is 
expecled the farmers will plant a larg\'. 
acreage of oats. 
Grain dealers are be^ 
ing apked by Charles B. Riley, secre- 
taiy of the grain dealers' association, to 
get in touch with the farmers and to 
see to it that good seed oats are located 
and provided for Indiana growers.

in the wilds of the New Guinea moun- 
tains.

He was chased for a month by 600 
Englishmen, who failed to capture him 
"The natives, or kanakas, 
in the 
mountain 
parts of New Gijinea had 
never seen a white man before I ar- 
rived with mj- party of black boys," 
said Dr. Thumwald, 
"When we ap- 
p'roached a village in the interior, the 
natives fled in terror. 
It ^vas always 
my desire to placate them with giftj. 
In many places they refused at first to 
accept my peace offerings, rushing into 
the bush when I advanced with 
iron 
wares and beads for them. 
Gradually 
they became more accustomed to mo 
and rather timidly accepted the pres- 
ents. 


"The last mountain village we passed 
through was at first the scene of a tri- 
umphal entry and later as we returned 
a placé of potential death and tragedy. 
My black boys and I were met at the 
edge of the village on our first trip by 
the old men of the tribe. The rest had 
fled, taking their women and children 
into the dense forest of the tropics to 
hinder pursuit in case the strange man 
with a white skin decided to choose 
them for his larder. 


"It was evident that the old men con- 
sidered me a 'God Man.' I was a being 
imknown to them. I wore white clothes, 
such as they had never seen. 
They 
Avore little or none at all. 
They ad- 
vanced and accepted my gifts; 
then, 
timorouslv thev felt of my white suit. 
Thoy backed off in astonishment with 
startled 'Ahs' and g^runts of surprise. 


"Then came a wonderful thing. 
With 
branches cut from the sago palm trees, 
they swept a path through the village 
for mc and my party. It was a trium- 
phal entr^^ for the 'God Man.' How I 
wish my next visit might have been 
as peaceful. 
As we crossed a creek 
and stood opposite the A'illage one of 
the old men gave m^ a moss sponge 
soaked in water and by signs made me 
understand that he wished me to wave a 
charm on the village. 
I did so with 
much ceremony and then went on my 
way. 


"The charm evidently failed to work. 
At {inv rate Avhen we came back through 
the village we were decidedly unwel- 
come. 
A howling mob of 300 armed 
savages danced around us, threatening 
with their clubs and arrows. T did not 
know what to make of it and tried a 
peace offerine: but they would have none 
of it. They were on the warpath and 
l)reparednes8 for trouble 
shov.ld has'c 
been our most valuable asset. 
But we 
were not prepared. We bad a few rifles 
but not enough to cope with that band 
of savages. 
Besides I did not want 
trouble. 
I did not wish to shoot. 


My black boys were weary from long 
mountain climbing and staggered under 
their packs. 


" 'Oh, master,' they wailed, Tcanaka, 
suppose he shoot, me die.' 


"It was most unpleasant. 
The sav- 
ages grouped at our rear and at times 
fired arrows, wounding .some of my 
boys. 
I was determined if possible to 
«.•îcape without returning their fire; it 
Beemed suicidal to shoot at them. 


"Their 
superstitious 
dread of the 
white man had not vanished and they 
kept their distance, but still howling 
their terrible cries. I stopped once to 
the rear of my boys and noticed that 
as I halted the natives did likewise. I 
walked slowly backwards a few paces 
and threw iip my arms with a warning 
gesture. 
They turned and ran. But 
when we started on once more they fol- 
lowed again with their arrows 
flying 
about us. 


"I stopped again and waved them 
back. A repetition of these tactics doz- 
ens of times on the trail from their vil- 
lage managed to ward them off imtil at 
last we were out of their district. 


"If they had only been more cour- 
ageous, if, they had been less afraid of 
me, we would never have come out," 


"Thus the "God Man" won over the 
iifnorance of the ..savage. 
A more in- 
telligent human being, by the sheer 
force of will, the use of his greater per- 
sonality. bluffed the weaker mind in a 
time of danger and threatening death, 
when courage and subtlety were neces- 
sary.

London, Feb. 18—Earl Kitchener 
an- 
nounced in the house of lords today that 
during: the li^t Zeppelin raid It was cer- 
tain the British accounted for one airship 
which was lost at sea and that there was 
good reason to believe a second airship 
had been put out of action. 
Lord Kitch- 
ener added: 


"Up to the present time a hostile air 
invasion of England has liad no Influence 
whatever on tlie military conduct of the 
war, and regrrettable as is the loss of citi- 
zen life and damage to private propertj', 
I do not believe tiie people desire to give 
too great importance to these attacks nor 
to allow them to affect military opera- 
tions. 


"It is beyond our power to guarantee 
these shores from a repetition of these 
tir Incursions, but we shall make them 
more costly each time." 


Air Defense of Britain, 
Outlining the syetem of air defense in 
Great Britain, Lord Kitchener said: 


"The defence is three fold: First, good 
advance Information regarding the move- 
ments of hostile aircraft: second, defense 
by anti-aircraft artillery; third, attacks 
on raiders b> aeroplanes. 


"As regards the first, we now have a 
system which gives u.s sufficient warning 
of impending arrival and probable move- 
ments of the enemy. 
As to artill0r>', the 
construction 
of aircraft guns now 
has 
precedence over other ordnance, and now 
the guns as fast as produced will be dis- 
tributed to tlie best advantage througb- 
out the- coun#y.

"Attack by aeroplanes at night is at- 
tended with frreat difficulties, but I be- 
lieve that with more extended 
practice 
we shall overcome the dilTiculties. 


"The government will leave no stone 
unturned in efforts to improve to the Ut- 
most our defenses against Zeppelins. The 
responsibility for defense will be In the 
hands of Viscount French, with Sir Percy 
Scott as chief 
adviser."

Chicago, Feb. 
18.—Chicago , churches 
Were warned yesterday by the police to 
E-sitablish a close guard over their prem- 
ises as a result of evidence disclosed in 
the hiint for Jean Crones, the anarchist 
who poisoned the soup at Archbishop 
Muiidclein's banquet. 


The evidence disclosed, both in let 
ters and by "stool pigeons," working 
with,the "redi5," is <leclared to have in- 
dicated that an anti-clerical demonstra- 
tion which would outdo Crones' sensa 
tional poisoning feat lias been planned. 


While tlie police declined to reveal the 
source! of their information, a detective 
working on the case asserted that tho

sixteen soldiers were killed on American 
soil in the same three years as a result 
of Mexican troubles.

Uncle Sam is Doing Much in 
the Various Federal 
Departments. 


Washington, Feb. 18.—Numerous gov- 
ernment agencies are at worlc in behalf 
of homemaking, according to a recent 
report of home education, prepared by 
Miss Ellen C. Lombard, of the bureau 
of education, department of the interior. 
Besides the bureau of education—which 
maintaijns divisions of home education 
—the bureau of mines, the reclamation 
service, and the office of Indian affairs, 
all of the interior department, are doing 
direct work in education for the home. 
The treasury department, througli its 
public health service, and the depart- 
ments of agriculture, jabor and com- 
merce, are also promoting homemaking 
through one or more bureaus or offices. 


Tlie reclamation service of the inter- 
ior department is reaching thé women 
on the projects; it is working for im- 
proved conditions in the homes, and it 
has taken active steps in inaugurating 
clubs for study purposes. 
More than 
200 clubs have been formed among the 
project 
women, 
every one of the 16 
states where the government has re 
clamation 
projects 
being 
represented 
'The Reclamation Record, the organ of 
the reclamation service, has become an 
important factor in reaching the women 
on the projects; one entire section oi 
this periodical is given over to project 
women and their interests. 


"ïhe Indian office, also under the de 
partment of the interior, is carrying on 
four distinct activities in the promotion 
of better home conditions: Through the 
Indian children in school; through the 
farmer on the farm; through the medi- 
cal service, and through the Avork of the 
field matron. 
The field matron comes 
into close contact with the Indian moth- 
ers. 
She instructs them how to care 
for themselves and little children; how 
to give the children proper food. 
Slio 
teaches them how to care for their 
houses and gives them valuable lessons 
in the importance of ventilation, sun- 
light. and cleanliness. 
She 
exerts 
definite moral influence in advising th< 
mothers. 


Homemaking as a problem in the ter- 
ritories and dependencies of the United 
States has had the attention of th 
government for some time, and much 
good work 
has been done, although 
there are still sections, especially in the 
insular dopondcncies, where a careful 
study of living conditions and a plan ci 
work for home education are needed 
In Alaska, where the education of na- 
tives is under the direction of the de- 
partment of the interior, every teache/ 
is a social worker an<t strives in every 
way possible to promote the physical, 
moral, and industrial welfare of the na- 
tives, adults as well as children. In tli 
native villages the tpachers and nursM 
of the Alaska school service endeavor 
to establish proper sanitary disposal oi 
garbage, and by giving instruction in 
sanitary methods of living. 
Natives 
are encouraged to replace their huts by 
neat, well-ventilated houses. 
In some 
sections the natives have been taught to 
raise vegetables. as a healthful addition 
to the usual diet of fish and meat. 


The need of homo education in Porto 
Rico is evidenced' by a survey of home 
conditions recently made by a special 
investigator for the bureau of rduca- 
tion. "While much valuable work has al- 
ready been done by the 
authorities, 
there is urgent need for simple instruc- 
tion in the selection and preparation of 
proper food, especially for infants. Steps 
hate already been taken to bring thu 
women together in small groups to dis- 
cuis home problems. 
To a large extent 
this work will be directed by the teach 
erg.

Washington, Feb. 18.—Numerous gov- 
ernment agencies are at wotk. in behalf 
of homemaking, according to a recent 
report of home education, prepared by 
Miss Ellen C. Lombard, of the bureau 
of education, department of the interior. 
Besides the bureau of education—^which 
maintaijjs divisions of home education 
—the bureau of mines, the reclamation 
service, and the office of Indian affairs, 
all of the interior department, are doing 
direct work in education for the home. 
The treasury department, through its 
public health service, and the depart- 
ments o f agriculture, jabor and com- 
merce, are also promoting homemaking 
through one or more bureaus or offices. 


The reclamation service of the inter- 
ior department is reaching the women 
on the projects; it is working for im- 
proved conditions in the homes, and it 
has taken active steps in inaugurating 
clubs for study purposes. 
More than 
200 clubs have been formed among the 
project 
women, 
every one of the 16 
states where the government has re- 
clamation 
projects 
being 
represented. 
'The Reclamation Record, the organ of 
the reclamation service, has become an 
important factor in reaching the women 
on the projects; one entire section of 
this periodical is given over to project 
women and their interests. 


"ihe Indian office, also under the de- 
partment of the interior, is carrying on 
four distinct activities in the promotion 
of better home conditions: Through the 
Indian children in school; through the 
farmer on the farm; through the medi- 
cal service, and through tl>e work of the 
field matron. 
The field matron comes 
into close contact with the Indian moth- 
ers. 
She instructs them how to care 
for themselves and little children; how 
to give the children proper food. 
She 
teaches them how to care for their 
houses and gives them valuable lessons 
in the importance of ventilation, sun- 
light. and cleanliness.

tion in the selection and preparation of 
proper food, especially for infants. Steps 
ha"^e already been taken to bring tha 
women together in small groups to dis- 
cuss home problems. To a large extent 
this work will be directed by the teach 
ers.

Washington, Feb. 18.—President Wil- 
son asserted in New York that it urai 
by culling the statements of liftrs he 
found out the truth about Mexico. 


When President Wilson made his ai- 
gerttan he enunciated a general condi- 
tion which exists at the white house and 
which has surrounded every president 
more or less since the beginning of tho 
republic. 


A president rarely, is able to learn the 
full truth about conditions at the time 
the average men learn it. This is true 
regarding all public matters which do 
not originate in the white house. 


The reason for this condition is: that 
as soon as a man enters the white housu 
as the chief executive he immediately 
loses that close contact with his fellow 
men which he Avas boiind to have in a 
more or less degree prior to his elec- 
tion. 


The instant he assumes his duties he 
becomes the center of a little Avorld ot 
his own.' He has so "much to do. so 
many people 
see he has little or nu 
time to read the daily newspapers, and, 
if he iinds time to read a little, his 
reading is selected and the consequenccu 
are he sees only that which is best for 
him to see from the standpoint of his 
well wishers. 


He rarely ever sees that which is to 
his political or personal detriniont. In 
other 
words, he sees 
only the good 
things said about him and little of the 
imfriondlv criticism. 


What is true of the newspapers .is 
true to a greater degree of iiis personal 
interviews with liis friends. 


No friend of the president will tell 
him the exact tnith regarding any situ- 
ation unless it is favorable to tiic prct: 
ident's known viewpoint. 


From tlie day Wilson 
entered tho 
whitcliouse he has had a tight of some 
kind on his hands. 
This includes his 
work with congress, his party's trou- 
bles, 
including 
Mex ico. 
There 
have 
been few days since March 4, 1913, that 
Wilson iuts been idle. 


Fii'o big daily newspapers are deliv- 
ered every day at the Mhite 
house. 
Twice that nuinbci- are received each 
dav at the executive oflices.

A. goes to see the president and he

X. be made 
postmaster 
somewhere. 
T?. is a candidate, too. As 
soon as the latter learns Senator A. has 
recommended X, charges 
immediately 
are 
filed 
against the latter and tlie 
friends of B. can not say too many 
mean things about X. Afi inspector is 
sent out to inve.stigate. 
He makes re- 
port favorable lo X. More charges are 
filed and another investigation is made, 
by 
anotlier 
inspector. 
He 
probably 
makes an entirely different report. He 
probably has seen the same people the 
first inspector saw and there same peo- 
ple give him an entirely new set of 
facts. The result is: 


The president often has to shut his 
eyes and take tlie recommendations of 
the cabinet officers under Avhom the par- 
ticular position belongs. And then Sen- 
ator A. ia> displeased. 
The president 
has been lied to and lie knows it, but 
has not a ghost of a chance to ascertain 
the_ truth. 


Very often the president will get two 
letters at the same time ';n the samii 
subject and both 
letters Avill be rad- 
ically different in their description of 
details, which, in actuality, 
are the 
same. 


In almo-st'every case the cabinet fol- 
lows and does not advise. 
This is not 
any more true of this 
administration 
than all others. It was so in Roosevelt's 
days as president. 
Root wa.s the only 
man in the Roosevelt cabinet Avho had 
the courage to tell Roosevelt the truth. 
He did it on several occasions and very 
forcibly. 


President Wilson has begun to find 
out these facts and thi.s condition. 
It 
was this knowledge which led him ti> 
accede to the wishes of his friends for h 
visit to "the folks back home." He will 
folloAv this visit with others if he can 
find the time.

HOW 0.S.IS1EM 
mEMMIAPROBLEM 


Public Health Service is 
Doing Remarkable Work 
in War on Malady. 


Washington, Feb. 18.—Four per cl^t 
of inhabitants of certain sections of the 
south 
have 
malaria. 
This 
estimate, 
based on the reporting of 204.881 cases 
during 1914, has led the United Statt:.i 
Public Health service to give increased 
attention to the malaria problem, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the sur- 
geon general. 
Of 13,526 Olood speci- 
mens examined by government officers 
during the year, 1,797 showed malarial 
infection.' Tlie 
infection rate among 
whit« persons was above eight per cent., 
and among colored persons twenty per 
cent. 
In two counties in the Yazoo 
valley, 40 out of every lOO inhabitants 
presented evidence of the Clsease. 


Striking as the above figures are they 
are no more remarkable than those re- 
lating to the reduction in the incidence 
of the disease following surveys of the 
Public Health service at 34 places in 
nearly ev.cry state of the south. In som«- 
instance« from an incidence of 
fifteen 
per cent, in 1014, a reduction has been 
accomplished to less, than four or five 
per/' cent., in 1915. 


One of the important scientific discov- 
eries made durini^. the year was in re- 
gard ,to the continuance of the disease 
from season to season. 
Over 2,000 Ano 
phehne 
mosquitoes in malarious dis- 
tricts Were dissected, during the early 
spring months, without finding a single 
infested insect, and not until Afay l.i, 
1915, was the first parasite in the body 
of a mosquito discovered. 
The Public 
Health service, therefore, conclude« that 
«posquitoes in the latitude of the south- 
ern states^ ordinarily do not carry the 
infection through the winter. 
This dis- 
covery indicates that protection from 
malaria may be secured by treating hu- 
man carries with quinine previous to 
the middle of Ma5% thus preventing any 
infection froin chronic sufferers reaching 
mosquitges and being transmitted by 
them -to other persons. 


Although quinine remains 
the be,»t 
means of treating malaria and is also 
of marked benefit in preventing .infec- 
tion, the eradication of the disease as a 
whole rests upon the destruction of the 
breeding places of Anopheline mosqui- 
toes. 
The Public Health service, there- 
fore, is urging a definite campaign of 
draining standing water, the filling of 
low 
places, and the 
regrading and 
training of streams where malarial mos- 
quitoes breed. 
The oiling of breeding 
places, 
and the stocking of streams 
with to|)-feeding minnow«, are further 
reconimended. 
The «erviee al«o gives 
advice regarding screening^ and other 
preventive measure« as a part of the. 
educational campiiiii^« conducted in see- 
ikms of infeeted ttrritor.?.

toward war. IJc said It would make tlic 
United States the ally of tlie belligerent 
whose mercliant marine had been swept 
from the seas. 


The senator spoke at length, dwelling 
upon the history of international law 


) elating to tiie arming of merchantmen 
for defense and citing precedents in the 
record of the l'nited States. 
He re- 
ferred to re])orta that the administratipu 
was preparing t<» change its policy, which 
have been denied l)y Secretary Lansing 
siiico the issuance of the Ciernian and. 
.-\ustrian memorandums announcing their 
intention to treat armetl merchant ships 
as war vessels, after Feb, 20. 


Change Incredible. 


A.-i late as the previous note of May 
13, signed by Mr. Bryan, Senator Lodge 
said, this government recognized 
that 
"American citizens were within their un- 
disputed rights in taking their ships and 
in traveling wherever their legitimate 
business calls them upon the high seas.' 


"Such," he added, "has been the prac- 
tice of all nations in regard to the 
armed merchantmen. 
It seems utterly 
incredible that this position should be 
in any way altered now and that our 
government should be ready to surren- 
der the unquestioned rights of Ameri- 
cans to travel or ship goods on a bellig- 
erent merchantman 
subject to all the 
rules which have been established by 
the courts and by all international au- 
thorities for at least two centuries. 


Would Be Unneutral. 


"The abandonment of these rights by 
any neutral government on the ground 
that the invention of submarines witli 
the necessary limitations upon the pow- 
ers of capture possessed by those boaté 
is 
inconceivable. 
Such 
abandonment 
could only rest on the grounds that the 
rights of neutrals, the rules which ior 
centuries have been agreed upon by all 
nations for the protection of innocent 
lives upon vessels captured in war, must 
be thrown aside and discarded in order 
that a new instrument of maritime de- 
struction must not 
be impeded in its 
work of death and murder. 
Such a 
doctrine is revolting to every instinct o«' 
humanity, to every principle of law and 
justice. 


"There is, however, another side to 
this matter ^vhich is of even graver im- 
portance. There can be no question that 
any act by a neutral which alters condi- 
tions created by the war is an unneu- 
tral act and places the neutral upon the 
side of one beliggerent or the other." 


"This is eminently true of any form of 
embargo, and there is no nee<l that I 
should repeat the unansweralde argu- 
ment on this point embodied by Mr. 
Lansing in his noto of last August to 
the government of Austria-llungai y. The 
war, and the war alone, has also created 
conditions under which any changc at 
this time in tho attitude which we took 
olTlcially at the outset of the 
Avar in 
regard to armed merchantmen would bo 
an unneutral act. 
The merchantmen of 
one belligerent have been sAvcpt from 
tlie seas. Threfor if we should abandon 
fill the principles on this subject that we 
have ever sustained, if we sliould aban- 
don the rules laid down b Mr. Lansing 
and declare that our ports were closed 
to argied merchantmen, or that goods 
and- passengers from the United States 
could not be placed , on uncommissioned 
merchantmen, armed solely for self de- 
fense, out action would ail'ect only one 
belligerent; it would 
alter 
conditions 
created by the war and would therefore 
be unneutral. It would make us at once 
the ally of the belligerent whose mer- 
chant marine has been driven from thr 
ocean. It would be a step toward war. 


I cannot believe that the administra- 
tion thinks for a moment of altering the 
well defined position which it took at 
the outset of the European 'war And,.I 
belicv^ that it must stand as firmly on

CARE OF 


THE HAIR

LTHOUGH it miiy not be possi- 
ble or indeed desirable for ev- 
ery woman to have tresses of 
Godivalike abundance. It is 
within the power of almost everybody 
to have a fine head of hair, or to pos- 
sess what looks like one, whether her 
locks are long or short, thick or thin, 
dry or 
oily, dark, fair 
or just mid- 
brown. 
The whole secret lies in the 
state of the health and the daily care 
of the hair. '

If the hair 
is in an 
impoverished 
condition, abnormally greasy or ab- 
normally dry, showing a tendency to 
become brittle and break off short; if 
it loses its color and bulk then it is no 
good in beginning any hair treatment 
without first attending to the general 
state of the health. 


One should take sufficient exercise 
and rest and correct any indiscretions 
in diet. 
Where an anaemic conaition 
exists a tonic often does wonders, so 
v>411 a course of cod liver 
oil, while 
raw eggs and unboiled milk are ar^ 
ticl^s of diet which directly beautify 
the hair. As to the general care of the 
hair it should be washed as often as it 
requires cleaning. Once a week is not 
too often for a very oily type of hair, 
and about once in three weeks is n. 
good average for ordinary hair. 


If it is washed at home liquid soap 
is the best thing 
to use. 
The 
hair 
should be 
thoroughly wetted 
with 
warm 
water, ,then a handful of the 
liquid rubbed in. If it does not lather 
at once usa a little more water and a 
little more liquid till the whole head 
is in a perfect 
foam; 
rinse out the 
lalher verv thoroughly, ti^kc the worst 
of the moisture off with 
hot tov.-els, 
and dry by brushing and fanning. Do 
not on any account seek to dry iL by 
ihe fire. 


The daily care of the hair is most 
in:portanL 
It should bo well brushed 
every ni.'iiU, the scalp being first of all 
rre-rrd v.i'ii a rather hard brush to 
stiii^uUilo the c'ronlation, and the long 
hair 
afterward 
bru-shed 
with long, 
swi^f pin^:; 
strokps, tv>'0 brushes with 
rather long, stiff bristles being used. 
This is to kcop the hair clean and give 
it a natural gloss.

Ananias and Sapphira was richly mer- 
ited and indeed was gracious, for it 
lifted and saved the church.

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Framing the Army Bill 


"\Vhile the ulasliiiiR hosts of prqmmlnrss and Jiuti-prquireiluess 


arc indulgiug iu vocii'crous argument, marked by crimination and re- 
crimination all over the country, it. will be noted that the house mili- 
tary committee is ginny quietly about to frame the administration 
army bill. Something like a skeleton form of tlio iiuw measure has 
already been licked into shape, aud while it will not be complete for 
presentation to the house for some weeks, a number of its outstand- 
ing features have already been agreed upon. 


For instance, the plans of the committee arc known to call for a 


standing army of 153,000 men. The number probably will be increas- 
ed to 160,000. The Continental army is not included. The National 
guard will be increased from its present strength of about 104,000 to 
400,000 or 500,000, as last as it can be accomplished, if the bill passes. 
Control of the guard will be as the president directs. 


The bill will incorporate in it the reserve bill introduced by Rep- 


resentative Cald well, of New York, providing for keeping men in re- 
serve with some remuneration, until they are 45. They will be di- 
vided into a first reserve—those who have been in the regular army 
within five years—a secpud reserve of men who have been with the 
colorsAvitliin ten years, but not within five years, and so on. 
! 


The army bill also will have incorporated in it Speaker Clark's 


bill, providing for double the number of cadets at the military 
academy and providing that any one wishing to take the course in ad- 
dition to the regular cadets may do so at exact cost. The bill intro- 
duced by Representative McKellar, of Tennessee, providing state 
military academies, also likely-will be included iu the general bill. 


In all probability, of course, there will be at least minor changes 


in the measure before it is enacted into law, for both house and senate 
will insist on modifications or additions to meet views of those who 
may be able to command support enough to enforce them. On its 
face, however, the outlook is not such as to give alarm to those who 
feared a headlong plunge into absolute militarism.

He was chased for a month by 500 
Englishmen, who failed to capture him. 


"The natives, or kanakas,* in 
the 


mountain parts of New Guinea had 
never seen a white man before I ar- 
rived with my party of black boys," 
snid Dr. Thurnwald. 
"When wo ap- 


proached a village in the interior, the 
natives fled in terror. It was always 
ray desire to placato them with gifts. 
In many places they refused at first to 
accept my peaco offerings, rushing into 
the bush when I advanced with iron 
wares and beads for them. Gradually 
they became more accustomed to mi; 
and rather timidly accepted the pres- 
ents, 


"The last mountain village we passed 


through was at first the scene of a tri- 
umphal entry and later as w« returned 
a place of potential death and tragedy. 
Jly black boys and I were met at the; 
edge of the village on our first trip by 
the .old men of- the tribe. The rest had 
fled, taking their women and children 
into the dense forest of the tropics to 
hinder pursuit in case the strange man 
with a white skin -decided to choose 
them for his larder. 


"H was evident that the old men con- 


sidered me a 'God Man.' I was a being 
unknown to them. I wore white clothes, 
such as they had liever seen. They 
wore little'., or-none -at all. _They ad- 
vanced and accepted my gilts; than, 
timorously, they felt of my white suit. 
They backed off in astonishment with 
startled 'Aha' and grunts of surprise. 


"Then came a wonderful thing. With 


branches cut from the sago palm trees, 
they swept a path through the village 
for me nnd my party. It was a trium- 
phal entry for tha 'God Man.' How 1 
wish 'niy next visit might have been 
as peaceful. 
As we crossed a creek 


and stood opposite the village one of 
the old.:men gave rne a moss sponge 
soaked in water and by signs made me 
understand that he wished me to wave a 
charm on the village. I did so with 
much ceremony and then went on my 
way. 


"The charm evidently failed1'to work. 


At any rate when we came back through 
the village we were decidedly unwel- 
come. 
A howling mob of 300 armed 


savages danced around us, threatening 
with their clubs and arrows. I did not 
know -stoat to make of it and tried a 
peace offering but they would have .none 
of it. 
They were on the warpath and 


' preparedness for trouble shmildxjiave 


been our most valuable asset. But 'we 
were not prepared. We had a few rifles 
but not enough to cope with that band 
of savages.. Besides I did not want 
,trouble. I did'not wish to shoot. 


My black boys were weary from long 


mountain climbing and staggered under 
•their packs. 


"'Oh, master,' they wailed, Tcahaka, 


suppose he shoot, m« die.' 


"It was most unpleasant. 
The sav- 


ages grouped at our rear and at times 
fired arrows, wounding some of my 
boya. I was-determined if possible to 
escape. without, returning their fire; it 
seemed suicidal to shoot at them. 


"Their superstitions dread- of the 
k,white man had not "vanished and they 


kept tieir distance, but still howling 
their terrible cries. I stopped once to 
the rear of my "boys and noticed that 
as I halted the natives did likewise. I 
walked slowly backwards a few paces 
and threw up my arms with a warning 
gesture. They turned and ran. But 
when we started on once more they fol- 
lowed again with their arrows flying 
about us. 
. "I stopped again and wared them 
back. A repetition of these tactics doz- 
ens of times on the trail from their vil- 
lage managed to ward them off until at 


4;fclast ws were out of their district. 


"If they had only been more cour- 


ageous, if they had been less afraid of 
me. we would never have come out." 


Thus the "God Man" won over the 


ifftinranrp of the savage. A more in- 
telligent, human being, by the sheer 
force of will, the use of his greater per- 
.spnality. bluffed the weaker mind in a 
time of danger and threatening death, 
>when courage and subtlety were neces- 
sary.

In a Iftter from Secretary Lansing,!

that seventy-six American citizens were 
killed in Mexico in the years 1913. 
1914 and 1915, as against forty-seven 
in the three years preceding it, and 
that twenty-six civilian Americana and 
sixteen soldiers "were killed on American 
bojl^in the same three years as a result 
of Mexican troubles. 


Killings Ale Classified. 


Americans killed in Mexico from 


causes that can be attributed to the 
revolutionary disturbances during 1913, 
1914 and 1915 were placed at eighteen; 
those who have disappeared in Mexico 
and who were probably killed from 
causes than can be attributed directly 
to the revolutionary disturbances, six; 
those killed, apparently through mo- 
tives of robbery, by bandits or others 
(not including those killed by Indians), 
ten; those killed by Indians, apparent- 
ly through motives of robbery or re- 
venge, twelve; those killed from mis- 
cellaneous causes and c&uses not defin- 
itely stated, thirty. 


Hinety-Two "Mexicans Killed. 


The total number of Mexicans killed 


in American territory an a result of 
border trouble other than those result- 
ing from firing across the border, the 
report says, in 1913 to 1915 inclu- 
sive, was eighty-nine. 
Mexicans killed 


in American territory as a result of 
firing across thu international line dur- 
ing engagements in border towns in the 
same period was three, a total of 
ninety-two. 


Regarding the ability of the de facto 


government to fulfill its promises to 
protect the lives and property of Amer- 
icans in. Mexico, Secretary Lansing said 
in his report that since the promise* 
were given the disturbances along the 
border 'had in larae measure ceased. 


Fall is Disappointed. 


Senator Fall expressed disappoint- 


ment because the president and secre- 
tary of state deemed it to the public 
interest to withhold some of the In- 
formation requested. 


"The report is about what I expect- 


ed," he said, "and is of little value. It 
is only intended to scatter the firr. of 
critics of the administration's Mexican 
policy." 


Senator Fall -was particularly dis- 


appointed because reports of the Bra 
zilian minister, reports of American 
consuls and consular 
representatives 


were withheld. ,.

Rico is evidenced by a survey of home 
conditions recently made by a special 
investigator for the bureau of educa- 
tion. While much valuable work has al- 
ready been done by the authorities, 
there is urgent need for simple instruc- 
tion in the selection and preparation of 
proper food, especially for infants. Steps 
ha"^o already been taken to bring tho 
women together in small groups to dis- 
cuss home problems. To a large extent 
this work will be directed by the teach 
er*. 


In the Philippines such government 


agencies a« the bureau of education, the 
bureau of health, and the bureau of ag- 
riculture, have been actively engaged 
in improving and building up home 
life. 
There i« the closest relation be- 


tween the home and the ichool. The 
bureau of education of the Philippines., 
co-operating with the bureau of agri- 
culture, has been instrumental in the 
establishment and supervision of thou- 
sands of home gardens, while the bu- 
ms of health, which lias gained an in- 
t«rn»tiona,l reputation for its successful 
efforts to control diseases of tho trop- 
ics, has distributed circulars regarding 
epidemics and has in many other ways 
reached the homes of the people with 
Instruction in preventive health meas- 
ures.

cans to travel or ship goods on a bellig- 
erent merchantman subject to all the 
rules which have been established by 
the courts and by all international au- 
Ihorities for at Jcast two centuries. 


Would Be TJnneutral. 


"The abandonment of these rights by 


any neutral government on the ground 
that the invention of submarines with 
the necessary limitations upon Ihe pow- 
ers of capture possessed by those boat* 
is 
inconceivable. 
Such 
abandonment 


could only rest on the grounds that.tho 
rights of neutrals, the rules which ior 
centuries have been agreed upon by all 
nations for the protection of innocent 
lives upon vessels captured in war, must 
be thrown aside and discarded in ordnr 
that a new instrument of maritime de- 
struction must not 
be impeded in its 


work of death and murder. 
Such a 


doctrine is revolting to every instinct 01' 
humanity, to every principle of law and 
.justice. 


"There is, however, another side to 


this matter which is of even grai-er im- 
portance. There ran be no question that 
a,ny act by a neutral which alters condi- 
tions created by the war is nn unnou- 
tral act and places the neutral upon thp 
side of one bnliggprnnt; or the other." 


"This is eminently tmo of any form of 


embargo, nnd there is no lined that 1 
should repeal tho unanswerable argu- 
ment on this point embodied hv ^Ir. 
Lansing in his note of lust August to 
the government of Aiistrm-Hutieaiy. The 
war. and the war alone, lias also created 
conditions under which nnv diaiigo at 
this time in tho attitude wiiic.li we ti.iok 
oflicinlly at tho outset nf Ihe war in 
regard to nrmcd merchantmen would hi; 
an iinncutrnl act. Thr merchantmen of 
otic belligerent have been swept from 
the seas. Tlircfor if we should abandon 
all the principles on Ibis subject that'we 
have ever sustained, if we should aban- 
don the rules laid down b Mr. Lansing 
and declare that our ports were closwl 
to armed merchantmen, or that goods 
and passengers from the United Stales 
could not be placed on uncommissioned 
merch.inlmen. armed solely for self de-
